Periodatcs as u Cure tin- Cholera. 


Tho experiments now being madowith 


crystals of pcriodato and periodnte of 
iron for the treatment of cholera oases 
in the barracks of Hamburg have re- 
sulted in a remarkable falling off in the 
death rate at those barracks as compared 
with other hospitals in that city. Dr. 
Weaver, who VMS tho first to use the 
periodatoj, claims that this method is 
.simply an application of the principles 
of sariitaticm to the body, and that it in 
at; once preventive and curative as a sys- 
tem of physical disinfection and cleans- 
ing. Tho poviodate appears to kill tho 
disease germs instantly, jot it is per- 
fectly harming to the human system, 
even when introduced in large quanti- 
ties. 


Tho peri od.it o of iron has been us-ed in 


cases in which ail unusual!y strong nerve 
or heart stimulant has been deemed nec- 
essary, or for severe neuralgic hymptoms. 
The powdered crystals have been used to 
disinfect tho alimentary canal and as a 
water solution to wash out tho stomach 
in cases of severe vomiting. Thev have 
been employed also for transfusions un- 
der the skin or into a vein in order to re- 
store buspcncled cii cnlatiuu of the blood. 
In a case of collapse tho patient has been 
given drafts of periodate sufficient to re- 
store tho ptilso and causo tho heart beats 
to return.—London Times.

Hawaiian Treaty Withdrawn. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—Cleveland's fiist 


executive communication to tbe Senate 
came thin afternoon and proved a surprise, 
not only to the Republicans but to many 
Democrats, In bis communication Cleve 
and withdrew tbe treaty with Hawaii sent 
.o tbe Senate a few weeks ago by Harrison. 
Tbe message waa abort, simply requesting 
tbe Senate to transmit lo tbe executive (be 
proposed treaty with Hawaii. 


The message was received without com 


ment on the floor of tbe Senate. Tbe Be 
publican Senators regard this action as in 
line with tbe coarse pursued by Cleveland 
D withdrawing tbe Nicaragua treaty Bent 
to tbe Senate by Arthur in the closing 
days of bis administration.

Not infrequently Mon- 
day's paper gets to the subscribers before 
the Sunday issue. Chicago is but a day 
off, yet it takes two and sometimes three 
days to reach the New York subscribers 
of a Chicago morning newspaper. I get 
papers from these cities and know this is 
so, and I know it is the same with other 
newspaper mail. 
The letter mail is uncertain. Some- 


times it is on time, more frequently not. 
Sometimes a letter mailed in New York 
to an address in the same city will reach 
the party addressed within a couple of 
hours—very often not the same day. The 
whole postal service seems to have be- 
BOtne demoralized and uncertain.

short, it is outrageous and ought bo be 
amended without delay.

An Act Defining the Manner of Electing 


Them. 


Approved February 21, 1893. 
SECTION 1. 
Whenever twenty pe* cent, 


or more of the qualified electors of any 
county in tbia State shall petition the 
Board of County Commissioners of their 
oonoty to that effect, it shall be the dot; 
of the 
County Commissioners of snob 


county, on or before the first Monday in 
Jnly preceding any genorel clpction, to 
divide the county into three dis notx to be 
known 
as " Commissioner 
DiRtnc'n " 


Sucu division shall be made lo coi form to 
the establitihed boundaries of eltetioo pro- 
O'octg or wards, and each acd every (-lec- 
tion precinct or ward shall be wholly -vithin 
one of the Commissioner Districts herein 
provided for. Each Commissioner D strict 
shall f eubraop, as near as may bo, one- 
third of the voting population of the

ABSOULTTELY PURE 


The Sparrow Declining. 


News comes from Pennsylvania that 


the English sparrow is retiring before 
tho advance of our native songbirds. 
At a meeting in Pittsburg of the State 
Ornithological association Dr. Thomas 
L. Hazzard read an interesting report on 
the bird population of the Alleghany 
parks. lu 1875 the park commissioners 
imported seventy-five sparrows from 
Philadelphia, and took such good care 
of them that all but three died. The 
three survivors managed to escape from 
the shelter provided for them, and a re- 
turn to their natural habits filled them 
with health and vigor. They began to 
raise families, and in a few years there 
were hordes of sparrows, while nearly 
all other birds were driven out of the 
parks by their pugnacious enemies. 


Lately, however, the sparrows seem to 


be less aggressive than they formerly 
were. Last spring Dr. Hazzard counted 
in the parks nine robins, four orioles, 
several bluebirds and other song birds 
There had been seen in the parks also 
dunng the summer a red headed wood- 
pecker, a downy woodpecker, a flicker, 
yellow warblers and several other repre- 
sentative birds of sweet song and bright 
plumage. Another encouraging fact was 
that Dr. Hazzard counted dxuing fall in 
the parks five robins' nests in good re- 
pair and three of last year's slightly 
damaged, four orioles' nests in good re- 
pair and four not so good, as well as 
eleven other nests built by desirable 
birds of one sort or another. This made 
a total of twenty-seven nests, whereas 
two years ago he had been able to find 
but two such birds' nests.—Rochester 
Jemocrat.
